Many a year has passed since tbs 
organization of the United States senate 
excited so much inters# and curious 
speculation as that which is to be at the 
opening of the Flfty-third congress. Tbs 
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Bence to be settled involve almost every 
disputable point in the organisation of 
legislative bodies- some t.irnin^ upon 
the cun.nru.n of the United State* 
constitution, an.I more upon which the 
constitution is hot explicit, and which 
have heretofore depended upon prec¬ 
edent. In five new states the legists 
• tnres which an i to elect are still in dis¬ 
pute. and in fits old Mates, where one 
party or the other has a decisivt major 
ity. there are very spirited controversies 
a# to the men. 

In Pennsylvania it appears to be taken 
by consent that Matthew Stanley Quay 
will succeed hinfeelf, although District 
Attorney Grah t n. of Philadelphia, will 
probably receivf some votes in the 
caucus. In New York the standing fac¬ 
tions are already at it; in New Jersey 
the kindred factions are equally active; 
in Connecticut th# new, aa usual, is try* 
ing to shove out the old, and in Mesas- 
chasets there is “4* illignut s skrimmsge 
as ye iver saw, sfaa* between the young 
bloods for Henry Csbot Lodge snd the 
wartime veterans Tor William W. Crapo. 
If this were all, there would be fun 
enough, but in t* very article of its 
organisation the senate will probably 
present a situation entirely without prec¬ 
edent in this oonnjtry. 

There are, first,: fifty-eight hold over 
senators, twenty-eight Democrats, twen¬ 
ty-eight Republicans and two Popolists— 
Kyle, of South Dakota, and Peffer. of 
Kansas. Should these two divide on the 
test vote, the senate would stand twenty- 
nine to twenty-nine, with the easting 
vote in the discretion of the vice presi¬ 
dent. Of the thirty senator* whoee 
terms of service chpire March S. l*M, 
there are nineteen Republican* sod 
eleven Democrats. To elect their tn<*- 
ceesors the Democrats have thirteen l**g 
islaturcs certain and the Republicans 
twelve, leaving California. Montana. 
Kansas. Nebraska ami Wyonaitig. at prev¬ 
ent in dispute. 

It goee without my ing that the ritna- 
tion is delicate, and it is but natural that 
the dominant party in each of the sure 
states should be thinking earnestly about 
getting its be# man for the emergency. 
Mamachosetta presents the moat inter 
eating contest inside the Rejmblican 
party, and the situation there stand*. 
Henry Cabot Lodge, aged forty two. 
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versus William Wallace Crapo, aged 
sixty-two. The figure tell the story, 
for it is In effect the Toang Republicans

On both sides he had ancestors among 
the first pilgrims, and John Russell, one 
of them, bought th# incest red farm 
from Captain Miles Standiah.

William Wallace Crjftpo is the seventh 
in dem ent from Rufua Crapo, founder of 
the family In America and was Urn in 
Dartmouth May 16, 186u, being the only 
son in a family of t#n children. His 
father. Hon. Henry Howland Crapo, 
prospered greatly and invested largely 
in Michigan lands, removing to th# 
state, of which he finally became govern¬ 
or. The son graduated from Yale and 
waa admitted to practice law in 1866. 
and a year later, at the age of twenty- 
six, was elected a mem b**r of the Tfrws 
chusetts legislature. After several years 
in law practice and attending to the af¬ 
fairs of his father's eatats Mr. Crapo 
elected to the Ferty-fourth coo- 
ond re-elected three times. He 
married a daughter of Mr. George Tap- 


During his la# term in congress Mr. 
Crapo was put forward by bis friends 
for governor, and a majority of the dele¬ 
gatee chosen were in his favor, when one 
of those puzzling questions arose which' 
so often confront lawmakers; his vote 
waa disapproved by tn+ny of the dele¬ 
gatee, and he was refused the nomination. 
For awhile he was nnknpwn to tbs pub¬ 
lic, but his private affairs were so pros¬ 
perous that he was soofi worth over a 
million. His reappearance is a good 
sign, as he is one of thus* quiet snd solid 
men whom Massachusetts usually hon¬ 
ors. His principal fame in congress was 
gained wUvu ho General Gar¬ 

field at the head of the lKinking and cur¬ 
rency committee, and fully sustained the 
reputation of his predece#or. 

Henry Cabot Lodge, on the other hand, 
represents all th# is new from light 
literature to civil service reform He 


has, however, done much creditable 
work In the solideet kind of literature, 
and his "Land Law of the Anglo- 
Saxons” procured him the degree of 
Ph. D. at the early age of twenty-five. 

In Connecticut the contest does not 
present such marked features as between 
the new and the old. General, Govern¬ 
or and Senator Hawley hashed such a long 
and brilliant career that young men are 
prone to think of him as a grizzled vet¬ 
eran, yet he is only sixty*-six. in splendid 
health, and wouldn't thank anybody for 
calling him old. He is inscritied as the 
fir# volunteer iu Connecticut for the 
war of the Union, started in a captain 
and came out a major general, with a 
record not surpassed by any volunteer 
officer. He served one term as governor 
snd three a* a congressman, was chosen 
United States senator in 1881 and 1887, 
and is willing to be re-elected in 1893. 

No man of ordinary nerve wonld think 
of contesting with a man of 'such pres 
tige as Senator Hawley, but Governor 
Morgan Gardiner Bulkeley has for some 
years been in tho habit of getting what¬ 
ever he wanted, and just now he wants 
the United State# senatorship. His father 
was long famous as an organizer of life 
insurance and was president of the .dEtna 
company from I860 till his death in 1872. 
The son. born Dec. 2fi. 1838. also liecamc 
president of that company, soon after his 
father's death became a leading finan¬ 
cier in Hartford and was fonr times 
mayor of that city. In 1888 be was a 
candidate for governor and was elected 
by the legislature, the people giving no 
one a majority vote, and as there was a 
dispute between the candidates- in 1890. 
which the legislatnre did not dechle. he 
held the office two yean longer. Then* 
wss no lack of a majority in 1892. how¬ 
ever. 

When the Democrats finally secured 
control of the New York legislature 
early in 1891 and Edward Murphy, Jr., 
of Troy, gave out that he was a caadi- 
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late for the United States senate, tin-re 
was a general laugh. When, however, 
the reporter* told how |M>pular he was 
at his home, mad his tplenJid manage¬ 
ment as chairman of the Mate commit¬ 
tee •nice 1887 was recalled, his supi* »rt- 
ers grew inoro enthusiastic, while hi* 
»p|"*nent* greatly increased in Isttcr- 
nn*. It mattered little, however, for 
Governor David li. Hill was eleeted to 
1 he plln e

Iu New Jcrtey Governor |>*.n AhU-tt 
is making his third race for the United 
State* senate, fhv from the entangle¬ 
ment* wh»< h defeated him iu IKS< and 
188ft In the firmer year lie tverived 
the canen* nomination, but a few Dintio- 
rrsts bolted, joined the Republican* ami 
eleeted tie* present **>nat<w Kufn* Ul<*|- 
gett. Ile.iaa Deinoerat ami otberwiA* 
acceptable to Nfw Jersey nevertheless 
the i*irt> in tliat state ha*a*tn>iig preju¬ 
dice in favor of standing by tlie j«arty 
caucus. Governor Abbett began hi* po¬ 
litical life a* < orjs-ration attorney of H«g 
bokeii in tntw and was elected governor 
in 1884 and again in 1N<9. That year lie 
again made motion* toward (lie senate, 
but John R. McPhersin gut tin* caucus 
nomination. Hia must active t>p{Kinent 
ia Hon. Janie* Smith, Jr., of Newark. 

In Delaware there waa a Gray-[luy4rd 
contest, but the "latest tip” p» that the 
present senator. Georg** Gray, is to go 
into the cabinet, and ex-Senator and ex- 
Secretary Thomas F. Bayard is to re¬ 
sume his old place in the senate. Tlie 
relations of these two men and their 
families and the relations of both to the 
state are the most singular in American 
annals. Both families have been noted 
in Delaware for over a hundred years. 
Three Bayar<ls of three generations suc¬ 
cessively represented the state in the na¬ 
tional senate, and Mr. Gray was taught 
to reverence Mr. Bayard, who is hy 
twenty year* his senior, as soon us he 
was old euough to reverence any one. 
James Asheton Bayard entered congress 
a strong Federalist in 1796. After a 
very honorable career in the boose and 
in diplomacy he succeeded -his father-in- 
law. Senator Bassett, in th# United 
State# senate in 1804 and remained there 
till 1818. His son, Richard H., served 
six years in the senate, and another son, 
Janies Asheton, served from 1861 to 
1869, and was snccenled by his son. 
Thomas F. 

The relations between the two men 
were so warm, even so affectionate, that 
Mr. Gray would not be a candidate for 
the senate till Mr. Bayard had voluntart
